IN PERRY COUNTY. 


IDIIAL AT UTICA ON TUESDAY 


Carrying a Can of nitroglycerin, Mr. 


Morey Fell or Dropped Explosive 


Saturday Evening. 


W. J. Morey, aged 54, residing in 


the Baker, now Odd Fellows block, 
just east-of the Advocate, met a swifl 
and terrible death near Corning, Ohio, 
Saturday evening by the explosion ot 
a can of nitro-glyeerin. 


Mr. Morey was a. well shooter in the 


employ of the Marietta Torpedo com- 
pany and had just arrived at the out- 
skirts of Corning when" the explosion 
occurred. 
It is believed that he was 


carrying a can of'the explosive to ft 
cabin in a nearby field to leave it 
over Sunday and either fell or drop- 
ped the can. The unfortunate man is 
reported to have been driving from 
Utica to Corning, but friends in this 
city .-believe that he went from the vi- 
cinity of Zanesville because he always 
stopped in Newark 
when he passed 


this way. 
' Parts of the body of the victim of 
the accident were found in the trees 
and scattered about the field for a dis- 
tance of several" hundred feet. A sil- 
ver dollar is said to have been blown 
600 feet into the streets of Corning. 
One hand and foot of the victim were 
found about "400 feet from the explo- 
sion. 


Mr. Morey left this city last on Sun- 


day las', going to Holmes county to 
shoot a welL At that time he was 
known to have a large roll of money 
on his person, amounting, it is said, 
to about $1,500. 
None of this was 


found and it is believed that he Still 
had it in his possession as he kept 
his money in this city when it was not 
with him.

were made "paramount issues'' in the 
last two campaigns.

Mayor Badger would have liked to 


made a try for the Democratic nomi-

The question arises 
from the showing made in the annual 
report of State Secretary Laylin. The 
total state revenues from all sources 
during the past year were $10,086,590. 
Of this amount $7,050,824 was derived 
from excise taxes. The actual bal- 
ance in the treasury Nov. 15 was $3,- 
746,033.04. At this time in 1905 it was 
$2,987,877.56. This is an 
increase 


over the conditions of last year of 
$758.155.48. 
Of this amount $2,899,- 


901.24 is in the state general revenue 
fund, available for the running ex- 
penses of the state. The additional

about $750,000, but the state financial 
officers do not expect this to be re- 
peated at the second paym'ent They 
beleve that there will be a large de- 
crease in the number of saloons when 
the second payment comes due.

Thanksgiving day in Ohio this year, 
and probably will be none for the 
Christmas holidays.
